Response to Arguments

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for 
independent claims 1, 12, 13, 16 and 17: none of the prior art, including, KAHN, US 
Patent No. 5,461 ,708, either alone or together expressly teach or suggest the amended 
claim language entered by Examiner's Amendment above in independent claims 1,12, 
13, 16 and 17. Applicant submitted an affidavit under CFR 1.131 establishing 
conception and reduction of the instant application to practice prior to June 4, 1999 
overcoming the priority dates of both Coleman et al, US Patent No. 6,738,502 and Barq 
et al, US Patent No. 6,707,454. Further, during the Interview on 9/16/05, applicant 
demonstrated the actual invention to provide a clear understanding of the merits of the 
instant invention over the prior art. The Interference Search yielded no prior art to 
further prosecution against the amended claimed subject matter, claims 1, 3-10, 12-14 
and 16-17. Therefore, claims 1, 12, 13, 16 and 17 along with their dependent claims 
meet necessary reasons for allowance.
